took  their  Seats  in  Council. 

The  Honorable  Elijha  Lawrence,  Efquire,  was  elected  Vice-Prefident  of  the 
Council,  purfuant  to  the  Conftitution  ;  whereupon,  he  took  the  Oath  of  Office, 
and  was  feated  in  the  Chair. 

Bowes  Reed  was  unanimoufly  elected  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  took  the  Oath 
of  Office  accordingly. 

John  Wejl  was  appointed  Doorkeeper.
